RAILROAD AC- 
COMMODATIONS 


The passenger association 
hasvery kindly granted us the 
usual courtesies given to 
similar conventions. This 
is what is generally known 
as “reduced rates on the 
certificate plan.” Most of 
the railroads in Alabama, 
Georgia and Tennessee are 
in this association and 
offer us one and one 
half fare for the round trip. 
The Tenn. Central railroad 
gives us one and one-third 
fare. . 

When you purchase your 
ticket at the stations in “Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Tennes- 
see you ask for a ticket to 
the Church of God Assem- 
bly at Harriman, Tenn.,; on 
the certificate plan. Be sure 
the agent gives you a certifi- 
cate besides your ticket. 
You must purchase a through 
ticket from the point of start- 
ing to Harriman, Tenn., and 
pay the full fare one way. 
If you start from some little 
Station whete you cannot get 
a through ticket, get a ticket 
to the town where you can 
purchase a through ticket 
and then get off and get your 
through ticket. Always get 
a certificate besides your 
ticket and always say it is 
to the Church of God As- 
sembly at Harriman, Tenn. 

If you present these certi- 
ficates to our clerk at Harri- 
man and he signs it, and the 
tailway’s special agent who 


will be there, then you get 
your return ticket at half 
fare plus 50c. But you 
must always go back to the 
very place where you pur- 
chased your through ticket 
to Harriman. You have to 
return to the same place by 
the same route. 

Those who travel over the 
Tennessee Central road will 
get areturn ticket at one- 
third fare plus 25c. | 

These rates are not offered 
those who live so near Har- 
timan that the fare is only 
750, 

These rates will be a little 
less than clergy rates, so all 
of our ministers who will re- 
turn to the starting place 
should purchase tickets on 
this plan so we can make as 
large a showing this year as 
possible, so it will help us to 
secure the same or better 
rates next year if the Lord 
tatries, besides saving you a 
few cents. 


Those who come from Flor- 
ida, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Virginia, or any other 
state should purchase tickets 
to first station you will come 
toin Alabama, Georgia or 
Tennessee and then purchase 
these reduced fare tickets to 
Harriman. 

To all those who wish 
special instructions we will 
mail to you the same from 
this office on the receipt of 
one little brown penny put 
inan envelope with your 
name and address, stating 
what you want. Then you 
will make no mistake,for you 
can present those special in- 
structions to the agent where 
you purchase your ticket 
and he will know then just 
what you want. 


We hope these rates will 
enable many to come that 
would not be able if they 
had to pay full fare. 

You can carry the usual 
amount of baggage with you, 
so it will not prevent you 
from bringing bedding and 
provisions in your trunks and 
Suit cases.
